The Bahrain-based Gulf News Agency (GNA)- 
reported from Sana'a that a resolution adopted by delegates 
caned on Iran to“respond to the voice of reason, stop the war and 
enter negotiations with Iraq to reach a just settlement preserving 
the two countries' rights.” The GNA report made no mention of a 
draft resolution tabled by Sudan's delegate demanding the rea- 
dnussjon °rEfflrpt to the union. Egypt’s membership of the union 
and other pan-Arab organisations was suspended following 
Cairo s treaty with Israel in 197V. Other resolutions called for the 
withdrawal of all foreign troops from Lebanon and expressed 
support for the heroic steadfastness” of the Palestinian people.

ercontinental Tuesday, they 
added. The PLO office in London 
described Mr. Boussissou. who 
holds a Tunisian passport, as one 
of the leading Palestinian poets 
and a well-known literary figure. 
It said ii was awaiting the result of 
a pathologist's report into his 
death.

Arab decisions

AMMAN — Iraq will support Jordan’s call 
for majority decisions rather than una- 
nimous decisions at future Arab meetings, 
and will strive for the return of Egypt to the 
Arab fold, Iraqi First Deputy Prime Minister 
Taha Yassin Ramadan said here 'Wed- 


nesday. 

In an exclusive interview with 
the Jordan Times. Mr. Ramadan 
said: “We will support views of 
those who call for the adoption of 
resolutions by majority vote, pro- 
vided the resolutions are not imp- 
osed on the opposing minority." 

His Majesty King Hussein has 
called on Arabs to adopt res-, 
olutions based on majority dec- 
isions rather than on consensus. 

On the iran-Iraq war. Mr. 
Ramadan said: “We are quite 
ready to repulse any further str- 
ikes and abort all Iranian acts of 
aggression. “However, he dec- 
lined to deny or confirm Iraqi 
press reports that Iraq was going 
lo hit the Iranian Kharg Island in 
view of Iran's persistence in con- 
tinuing its aggression against Iraq. 

Mr. Ramadan also said that Iraq 
supported a recent resolution by 
the Organisation of Islamic Con- 
ference (OJC; in Morocco to ret- 
urn Egypt to the organisation. 
"We think that it is a step in the 
right direction.” he said. The Iraqi 
official expressed hope that the 
forthcoming Arab summit, sch- 
eduled lo be held in Riyadh. Saudi 
Arabia, will examine the case of- 

Egypt. 

“Iraq hopes that the coming 
summit will reinstate Egypt as a 
leading Arab country, allowing it 
to play its full role in the service of 
the Arab Nation,” Mr. Ramadan 
said. 


Egypt was expelled from the 
Arab League by a resolution at an 
Arab summit held in Baghdad in 
1979 following its signing of the 
Camp David accords with Israel. 

“At the time, (in 197V) j. there 
•existed certain conditions that 
warranted such a resolution but 
many things have changed since 
then.” .Mr. Ramadan pointed out. 

Commenting on press repons 
that Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak will visit Iraq. Mr. Ram- 
adan said that the Iraqi gov- 
ernment has no such information. 
“However, we welcome any Arab 
official who wants to visit Iraq.” 
he said. 

Asked whether Iraq thinks that 
a viable peace settlement for the 
Palestinians can be achieved in the 
light of the existing balance of 
power in the area. Mr. Ramadan 
said, “such an issue is connected' 
with the stands of the involved 
parties." 

“ We cannot solve our problems 
unless we have the might, the abi- 
lity and also the willingness to do 
that,’’ Mr. Ramadan stressed. 

He did not deny or confirm rep- 
orts that Iraq has recently acq- 
uired SS-2U Soviet-made missiles, 
but said that relations between 
Iraq and the Soviet Union were 
improving. 

Mr. Ramadan left Amman to 
Iraq VVednesday evening. 


PNC official urges Egypt’s 
return to Arab World 


CAIRO lA.P.: — A leading Pal-’ 
estine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO; official Wednesday called, 
for the Egypt's return to the Arab 
fold and an Egyptian- 
Jordanian-Palestinian dialogue 
aimed at creating a unified Arab 
position to solve Middle Eastern 
problems. 

In a statement to the Egyptian 
Middle East News Agency. Moh- 
ammad Soubeih. secretary of the 
Palestine National Council (PNC) 
said the dialogue could be based 
on an Arab peace plan adopted at 
Fe 2 . Morocco in 19X2. or on 
Franco-Egyptian peace initiative 
before the U.N. Security Council. 

“An Egypiian-Jordanian- 
Palesiinian understanding, sup- 
ported by an Arab summit could 
be based on the decisions of the 
Fez or the Franco-Egyptian 
(peace; project or any other app- 
roaches agreed upon....” Mr. Sou- 
beih was quoted as saying. 

“Egypt's return to the Arab 
summit is the real basis for the 


achievement of desired Arab 
unity.” the PNC secretary said. 

Egypt has been banned from all 
Arab summit conferences since hs 
membership in the Arab League 
was suspended in 1979 following 
Cairo’s treaty with Israel. 

PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat’s 
visit to Cairo last month and the 
decision by the Organisation of 
Islamic Conference (OIC) to rea- 
dmit Egypt have boosted hopes 
that Egypt’s diplomatic isolation 
in the Arab World may soon end. 

Government sources here con- 
firmed Wednesday that President' 
Hosni Mubarak has been invited 
to visit Jordan and Iraq, who were 
among 17 Arab states which sev-' 
ered diplomatic relations with the. 
Cairo government to protest the 
treaty with Israel. 

Mr. Soubeih told the agency 
that Egypt’s return will “gua- 
rantee the ... necessary influence 
on the United States position 
which is totally biased to Israel.” 


Shamir wins confidence vote 


TEL AVIV i Agencies] — Israeli 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir's 
government survived three no-, 
confidence motions Wednesday in 
a single vote after one of the sto- 
rmiest Knesset (parliament) deb-j 
ate*. Ij 

The three-month-old gov- 
ernment stayed in power by a 
margin of 62 to 56. with one abs- 
tention. 

The right-wing government’s 
survival had been threatened 
when the ethnic Tami Party thr-. 
eatened to quit the coalition over 
budget cuts. 

Mr. Shamir cancelled a meeting 
with visiting West German Cha- 
ncellor Helmut Kohl to consult, 
with coalition partners, including- 
Tami leader Aharon Abuhatzeira. 

Minutes before the vote, Mr. 
Abuhatzeira announced he had 
gained pledges be was seeking that 
the government would not cut 


child allowances and other welfare 
payments for the poor. 

Some of the other factions in the 
six-party Shamir coalition accused 
Tami of political blackmail and 
were clearly angered that the 
prime minister had granted con- 
cessions to the faction. 

Tami, which had been thr- 
eatening to bolt the 64-raember 
coalition, cast its three votes with 
Mr. Shamir. But Yigal Hurvitzof 
the Likud abstained in protest of 
what he called Tamfs “bla- 
ckmail,” and former Prime Min- 
ister Menachem Begin, who has. 
been in seclusion since resigning inji 
September, was absent. I, 

■ Had Tami left the coalition. Mr. 
Shamir would have still had a 
paper-thin majority of 61 to work 
with the 120-member Knesset — 
but few political experts here 
would have expected a coalition so 
fragile to survive for long.

A M MAN (J.T.) — A visiting mis- 
sion from the International Lab- 
our Office in Geneva will hold a 
meeting Thursday at the Palestine. 
Liberation Organisation (PLO: 
office in Amman, according lo a 
PLO spokesman here. He said 
that the two-member mission will 
be briefed by PLO officials on Isr- 
ael's arbitrary measures against 
Arab labourers and Arab labour 
unions in the occupied Arab lands. 

Shukri Dajani. one of the mis- 
sion members, said in a statement 
after a meeting with Jordanian off- 
icials that the mission's visit to 
Jordan was pan of a tour of Arab 
countries including Syria. Egypt 
and Jordan to hold talks on the 
condition of Arab labourers under 
Israeli occupation. 

The mission also visit Tunis to 
meet with PLO leaders. Mr. Daj- 
ani said. 


The mission members met 
Wednesday with Labour Minister 
Tavseer Abdul Jaber who spoke 
about the adverse effects ot Isr- 
ael's measures and ill practices on 
the general conditions of Arab 
labourers and employers alike in 
the occupied Arab lands. 

The minister also spoke about 
Israel" s expropriation of Arab 
lands, water sources and its rep- 
ressive actions against Arab lab- 
ourers and labour unions. 

In the past year, the Israeli aut- 
horities expropriated 266.000 
additional dunums of land, nearly 
4.x per cent of the total West Bank 
lands, to raise to 2.293.051 dun- 
ums (he total land expropriated 
since 1 967 which amounts to 4 1 .7 
per cent of all the lands on West 
Bank. Dr. Abdul Jaber said. 

He said that the expropriated 
land is now being used to build 


new Israeli seulemems. Last year 
alone Israel built 1 9 settlements to 
raise to 200 the total number of 
settlements in the occupied ter- 
ritories since 1467. 

The Israeli authorities continue 
to force Arab inhabitants of the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip to reg- 
ister their lands at Israeli reg- 
istration offices wiLh the purpose 
ot imposing land tax on them, he 
said. 

Also the Israeli government has 
recently announced a five-year 
plan to remove Palestinian ref- 
ugees from their camps to other 
areas. This constitutes a first step 
in a process of dispersing Arab 
inhabitants and destroying their 
homes, the minister added.

Jordan seeks Arab League 
debate on Israeli canal plan 


BEIRUT (Agencies’ — Gov- 
ernment troops and Syrian- 
backed opposition militiamen cla- 
shed again Wednesday in artillery 
and mortar duels in Lebanon's 
central mountains east of Beirut, 
the stale radio reported. 

The broadcast said the fighting' 
erupted at about 11 a.m. (H9i if) 
GMT) and -involved array pos- 
itions around the mountain top 
town of Souk A1 Gharb and gun- 
ners near the towns of Aley and 
Bharadoun on the Beirut- 
Daraascus highway. 

There was no immediate report 
of casualties from the embattled 
areas where both sides have been 
trading artillery and mortar fire 
almost daily for the last three 


weeks. 

Beirut Radio said heavy fig- 
hting broke out simultaneously 
around the slum neighbourhoods 
of the southern suburbs, where the 
army faces ShTite Muslim mil- 
itiamen. 

h' said the militiamen fired 
rocket-propelled grenades at the 
army in violation of a separate 
ceasefire agreement in the aft- 
ernoon and the army returned 
fire. 

Both the army and the mostly 
Druze Progressive Socialist Party 
’(PSP; said the clashes were con- 
centrated around Aley and Souk 
AJ Gharb on a mountain ridge 
about 12 kilometres southeast of 
Beirut. 


The PSP have opposed Leb- 
anon's President. Amin Gemayel. 
for much of his 1 6 months in office 
and in September last year the 
army and PSP militia fought a 
three-week war for control of the 
mountains. 

The war ended in an uneasy sta- 
lemate. Since then the gov- 
ernment and PSP leader Walid 
Junblatt have tried but failed to 
agree on a peace plan and artillery 
exchanges have been breaking out 
almost daily. 

vlr. Junblau was quoted Tue- 
sday by a Swiss newspaper as say- 
ing he saw no immediate political 
solution and his men would con- 
tinue to fight Mr. Gemayel’s gov- 
ernment. 


Kohl: Israel should accept Palestinian 


rights in return for Arab recognition 


TEL AVIV (Agencies) — West 
German Chancellor Helmut Kohl 
Tuesday night stressed the E'ur-» 
ope an Community's view the Isr- 
ael must accept Palestinian rights 
to self-determination in return for 
Arab recognition of the Jewish 
state. 

Dr. Kohl, currently on a six-day 
visit to Israel, was speaking at a 
banquet given by Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir. 

Dr. Kohl said that to build con- 
fidence in the peace process “no 
fait accompli should be created 
that might make it harder to res- 
olve the conflict” — a reference to 
Jewish settlements in Israeli- 


occupied Arab territories. 

The chancellor also expressed 
support for President Reagan's 
Middle East peace plan. 

On Wednesday. Dr. Kohl rec- 
eived a trumpet fanfare as he ent- 
ered the Israeli parliament, but 
four of the legislators sLaged brief, 
quiet protests over his presence. 

Dr. Kohl's meeting with Mr. 
Shamir, their second working ses- 
sion since Dr. Kohl arrived in Isr- 
ael Tuesday afternoon, focused on 
Israeli objections to Bonn's plans 
to sell arms to Arab states and Dr. 
Kohl's call for new peace neg- 
otiations in the Middle East. 

At the knesset. Dr. Kohl spent 


an hour in a roundtable discussion 
with in parliament members bef- 
ore entering the chamber. 

Dr. Kohl answered questions at 
the roundtable discussion but said 
he would not talk about specifics 
of the arms talks with Saudi Ara- 
bia. according to a parliament 
spokeswoman who attended the 
session. 

She said Dr. Kohl reminded the 
Israeli legislators that Germany 
was not the first to introduce 
high-grade weapons in the Middle 
East and said his country did not 
want to become one of the world" s 
leading arms exporters. 


Saudi Arabia confirms $4b arms deal 


BAHRAIN (Agencies) — Saudi 
Arabia Wednesday confirmed it 
had signed a S4 billion arms deal 
with France for sophisticated 
ami-aircraft equipment designed 

exclusively for the kingdom. 

The Saudi Press Agency' quoted 
Defence and Aviation Minister 
Prince Sultan ibn Abdul Aziz as 
saying the deal stipulated that no 
other country. France included, 
could benefit from the technology 
used in the new weapons without 
Saudi approval. 

He told a press conference the 
deal followed five years of study 
and huge development spending 
by the Saudi and French gov- 
ernments and France's armed For- 
ces. the agency said. 

The French newspaper Le 


Monde reported earlier this 
month that the deal France's big- 
gest single arms sale to a foreign 
buyer, covered electronic equ- 
ipment and the supersonic Sha-j 
hine anti-aircraft missile. i 

Prince Sultan said the kin- 
gdom's armed forces would have 
the Shahine missiles in service 
within a few months. 

• Prince Sultan said the deal was 
worth S4 billion, describing it as 
“the world's biggest arms deal in 
Id years.” 

He said that deal provided for 
replacement of the French 
ground-to-air CTotale missiles by 
a newly-manufactured ultra- 
modern system under a so-called 
“Shahin project." 


Asked about Israeli pressure on 
West Germany to block the sale of 
Leopard-2 tanks to Saudi Arabia. 
Prince Sultan said: “It is up to 
Germany itself." adding the kin- 
gdom was free to shop for arms 
elsewhere. 

West German Chancellor Hel- 
mut KohL currently in Israel on an 
official visit, has been urged by 
Israeli officials not to sell arms to 
Arab countries. 

But the Bonn government has 
indicated it will consider Saudi 
requests for defensive weapons. 

Prince Sultan said Bonn was 
free to act in its own best interests, 
but would be the loser if the 
Leopard-2 deal did not go thr- 
ough. the agency reported. 


French jet shot down 


PARIS (A.P.) — A French Jaguar 
jet fighter was shot down and its 
pilot killed dmingaraid by Libyan 
forces across the land separating 
rebel-held northern Chad and the 
government -con trolled south, the 
French Defence Ministry ann- 
ounced Wednesday. 

The confrontation marked the 


first time that French and Libyan 
Forces have clashed directly during 
the latest phase of Chad's 19- 
year-jrid civil war. An uneasy 
peace bad reigned over the imp- 
overished African nation since last 
summer when French forces int- 
ervened- 


Reagan said to propose 
missile sales to Jordan 


WASH 1NGTON ( R ) — President 
Reagan will this week propose sel- 
ling Jordan between S3U and 54U 
million worth of U.S. Stinger 
anti-aircraft missiles. ABC Tel- 
evision news has reported. 

ABC gave no further details on 
the proposed sale, and the White 
House had no immediate com- 
ment on the report. 

Stinger missiles are portable 
weapons ihat can be fired by one 
person. They are designed to 
home in on heat generated by an 


aircraft and are said to be esp- 
ecially effective against low-flying 
planes. 

Last week, the Pentagon rushed 
such missiles to U.S. navy ships off 
the coast of Lebanon, where crews 
have been placed on high alert 
againsL the threat of suicide att- 
acks by bomb-laden aircraft. 

Israel has strongly opposed U.S. 
arms sales to Jordan, and would 
likely raise objections to any Rea- 
gan proposal for sale of the Stinger 
missiles.

UNITED NATIONS (A.P.) — The United 
States, in a letter made public Tuesday night, 
turned down a U.N. proposal for a Middle 
East peace conference including, among oth- 
ers, the Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO), Israel and the two superpowers. 


li said such a conference would 
only postpone peace and make the 
United Nations look bad. 

The proposal was put forward 
by a U.N. International Con- 
ference on Palestine in Geneva. 
Switzerland, last Aug. 2U-Sept. 7'. 
The U.N. General Assembly end- 
orsed it Dec. 1 3 by a vote of 1 24-4 
with Australia. Canada. Israel and 
the United States voting against it 
and 15 countries abstaining. 

Both the conference and the 
assembly called for the U.N. Sec- 
urity Council to help set up the 
Conference. U.N. Secretary- 
General Javier Perez de Cuellar 
sought the council's approval in a 
Jan. 5 letter to the council pre- 
sident. Nicaraguan Ambassador 
Javier Chamorro Mora. That let- 
ter was then circulated to council 
members. 


The American position was spe- 
lled out in a subsequent letter to 
the council president signed by 
U.S. Ambassador Charles M. Lic- 
henstein on behalf of the United 
States' Chief U.N. Delegate. 
AmbassadorJeane J. Kirkpatrick. 

The newly released American 
letter, dated Jan. 13. pointed out 
that the United Slates had voted in 
the General Assembly both aga- 
inst holding the Palestine Con- 
ference itself and then against 
holding the peace conference it 
had called for. 

The United Stales, the letter 
said. ■'believes firmly that the only 
path lo peace in the vliddle East 
lies in a process of negotiations 
among the parties" based on two 
key U.N. Security Council Res- 
olutions of IV67 and lv73. “a 
process that the United States has 


sought... to encourage, par- 
ticularly in the Camp David acc- 
ords and President (Ronald: Rea- 
gan's initiative of Sept. 1. 1MS2.” 

“Holding an international con- 
ference as recommended by the 
General Assembly would only 
hinder this process." the letter 
went on . “It would predictably 
become a forum for pro- 
pagandistic and extreme pos- 
itions. and... would very likely 
yield a one-sided outcome not 
acceptable to one or more of the 
parties and therefore not ope- 
rable. 

“The net result would be to dim- 
inish the prestige of the United 
Nations as the sponsor of the con- 
ference and delay the day when 
peace will come to the troubled 
vliddle East." 

The letter authorised the cou- 
ncil president to inform the U.N. 
Secretary-General of the U.S. 
position. It said the United States 
considered the proposed con- 
ference “ill-considered and har- 
mful. 

“The United States has no int- 
ention of participating in such a 
conference or in any preparatory 
activities for it.” 


Greece regrets Reagan’s praise of Denktash 


ATHENS (R - Greece exp- 
ressed its regret Wednesday over a 
statement by President Reagan 
welcoming proposals on Cyprus 
made by Turkish -Cypriot leader 
R.uif Denktash. 

In a report to Congress Tue- 
sday. sir. Reagan praised as a 
"movement in the right direction” 
proposals by vtr. Denktash. who 
in November proclaimed an ind- 
ependent state in Turkish- 
controlled Non hern Cyprus. 

The proposals, which envisage 
the handing over to United Nat- 
ions administration of Nicosia 
Airport and ol the tourist resort of 
Famagusta, have been dismissed 
by the Greek and. Cypriot gov- 
ernments. 

■ l We express our regret that the 
American side considers the pro- 
posals by vlr. Denktash. which are 
misleading and devoid ol content, 
as a step in the right direction." 
Greek government spokesman 
Dimi trios vluroudas said. 

vli. Reagan also reiterated in 
the report his opposition to the 


declaration of independency by 
Turkish-Cypriots. a stance that 
has won praise Irnm the often 
ami- American Greek Socialist 
government. 

'Federation as only way' 

N ICOSI A. Cyprus t A.P. Tur- 

kish Cypriot leader Raul Den- 
kiash said Tuesday that forming a 
two-state “lederation" was the 
only way to end quarrels with 
Greek Cypriots over the status ol 
dtv ided v'yprus. 

Denkiash’s remarks came a day 
alter Greek Cypriot leader Spyros 
.Kyprianou. president of the int- 
ernationally recognised Cyprus 
Republic, blamed the Turkish 
Cypriot leader lor the stalemate in 
finding a solution to the Cyprus 
question. 

vlr. Kyprianou. speaking in 
Athens, said he would be ready to 
meet face-to-face with vlr. Den- 
la ash prodded that the Turkish 
Cypriots withdraw their unilateral 
'deelarationVf independence, pro- 


claimed Iasi Nov. 15. 

vlr. Kyprianou was in Athens to 
brief Greek Premier Andreas 
Papandreou on his meetings in 
Trance. Britain, the United States 
and Belgium on the Cyprus issue, 
vlr. Kyprianou also claimed he 
had submitted a framework for- 
mula to Uniied Nations Secretary 
General Jav ier Perez de Cuellar to 
end the Cyprus deadlock. 

vlr. Dcnktash’s secession from 
the Cyprus Republic triggered a 
worldwide condemnation and a 
U.N. resolution which called for 
its immediate revocation. 

In his statement, vlr. Denktash 
accused vlr. Kyprianou of “trying 
acrobatics" to reverse the ind- 
ependence declaration and said 
the Greek Cypriot president was 
“trying to internationalise our bil- 
ateral affairs." 

vlr. Denktash added that he 
had reached agreement wiih-4he- 
fate Cypriot President Archbishop 
vlakrfos in l‘»77 for a "bi-zonal 
federation” as a permanent sol- 
ution to the Cyprus problem. 


Vlubarak pledges support for Islamic unity 


American 
fleet gets 
anti-aircraft 
weapons 

WASHINGTON (A.P.: — U.S. 
military officials have sent stinger 
shoulder-fired ami-aircraft mis- 
siles to some ships in the U.S. fleet 
off Lebanon and near the mouth 
of the Gulf to increase the fleet’s 
protection against suicide attacks, 
a Defence Department spo- 
kesman confirmed Tuesday. 

. It was understood that the sti- 
ngers. bazooka-like weapons for 
defence against lowraltitude air 
attack, are being placed primarily 
on amphibious ships and on aux- 
iliaries which lack the anti-aircraft 
arms that warships have. 

Pentagon spokesman Michael 
Burch said the stingers, which are 
normally used by the army and 
vlarines. were requested by com- 
manders because of concern about 
an increased threat of suicide att- 
acks againsL U.S. ships, possibly 
*by small planes- 


CAIRO . Egypt (A.P.; — Pre- 
sident Hosni Mubarak vowed 
Wednesday that Egypt will uphold 
its commitment to support Islamic 
causes and promote unity of the 
vluslim World. 

vlr. vlubarak seized on the 
windup session of a police aca- 
demy conference to renew Egypt's 
commitment to principles of the 
Organisation of Islamic Con- 
ference. which decided at a sum- 
mit meeting in Casablanca. Mor- 
occo. last week to readmit Egy pt 
to the Muslim group following a 
five-year suspension. 

The summit communique on 
the readmission decision did not 
cite any conditions for Egypt’s 
readmission, but Moroccan sou- 
rces said at the time that Egypt 
would be required to declare adh- 
erence to the “rules, principles 
and decisions” of the OIC before 
regaining its seat. 

A summit delegation led by 
Guinea President Ahmed Sekou 
Toure is expected in Cairo in a few 
days to discuss the matter with vlr. 
vlubarak. 

Egypt belongs to the Islamic 


family and down the ages Egypt 
has been in the vanguard of the 
Islamic movement on the road to 
progress and development. Mr. 
Mubarak said in his speech at the 
academy. 

“ Egypt will always remain 
committed to the championing of 
all Islamic causes.” he said. 

“The Egyptian people renew 
their- pledge and vow to carry oil, 
with their Muslim brothers the 
great human struggle for justice, 
freedom and dignity.” he added. 

It was unclear whether this 
commitment would satisfy the Isl- 
amic states or whether something 
more specific would be required 
from vlr. vlubarak. 

But the president's airing of 
Egypt's obligations to the 45- 
member OIC almost on the eve of 
the summit delegation's visit was 
considered significant, if only to 
pave the way for the talks with the 
delegation. 

The delegation will include the 
foreign ministers of Iraq and Pak- 
istan. and OIC Secretary General 
Habib Chani- of Tunisia. 

During the Casablanca mee- 


ting. Mr. Sekou Toure and Pak- 
istani President Mr. Zia U1 Haq 
led the fight for Egypt’s rei- 
nstatement against opposition led 
by Syria and Libya. 

Egypt was excluded from the- 
OIC in 1VJ7Y for signing the 1*»7 n 
C amp David agreements and the 
1 »j7v peace treaty with Israel. 

The Camp David accords were, 
condemned by OIC foreign min- 
isters in 1 M7y and again by an OIC ■ 
summit in 11K1. 

Casablanca summit officials last 
week described the con- 
demnations of Camp David as 
“resolutions" and not ‘■dec- 
isions.” They said that since Egypt 
was required to endorse only dec- 
isions. the way seemed clear for 
quick agreement between Mr. 
vlubarak and the summit del- 
egation on Egypt's recovcrv of its 
OIC seat. 

Dr. Osama A1 Baz. vlr. Mub- 
arak's top political aide, said last 
Thursday Egypt would never acc- 
ept “any conditional inv it at ion” to 
rejoin the OIC. 

Egyptian officials also hav e said 


privately that Egypt would never “ 
agree to a renunciation of^tbe. 
Camp David accords, which Mr. 
vlubarak repeatedly upheld to. 
public statements during the past 
year. : 

In Wednesday's speech. Mr. 
vlubarak described the Cas- 
ablanca summit decision 
Egypt’s re admission as lL a unique - 
epic of which our people are proud . 
and for which they are gnncfuL" 

vlr. Mustafa Khalil, deputy ch*v 
irman for foreign affairs of Mr. 
vlubarak' s ruling National Dem- 
ocratic Party. toW . the . weekly 
Akher Saa in an interview pub- 
lished Wednesday, that Egypt can- 
not automatically accept QIC dec- 
isions taken m its absence: 

” Until now we do not know the 
exact and final wording of the dec- 
ision.'' he said. “ Jf h includes the 
requirement that Egypt endorse 
past OIC decisions, it will be nat- 
ural for Egypt to have res- 
ervations. namely how can we 
accept decisions taken in our abs- 
ence and on which we did not exp- 
ress an opinion ” " 


Reagan seeks Congress 
support for Lebanon policy 


proposed military industry 


WASHINGTON f R - President 
Reagan is likely to make a per- 
sonal plea to a divided Congress to 
support his policy towards Leb- 
anon in his annual State of the 
Union address. 

vlr. Reagan, in an infrequent 
visit to Congress, told Rep- 
ublicans in the Senate Tuesday 
that the United Slates was making 
genuine progress toward peace in 
Lebanon, where U.S. vlarines are 
pan of a Multi-National Force. 

'The president will return to 
Congress Wednesday night to give 
a joint session of both houses an 
outline of his policies for the com- 
ing year in a State of the Union 
Report. 


U.S. vliddle East envoy Donald 
Rumsfeld, in private meetings 
with congressmen, also tried Tue- 
sday to calm their fears and end 
growing demands for an early wit- 
hdrawal of the vlarines. 

He said that constant talk of 
eroding congressional support (or 
the administration benefitted 
Syria, which the White House has 
accused of blocking diplomatic 
progress in Lebanon. 

Republican leaders :n the 
House of Representatives and the 
Republican-controlled Senate 
appeared to be closing ranks beh- 
ind vlr. Reagan after the briefings, 
but Democrats did not. 


Kuwait opposes 

KUWAIT i A.P. — The 66- 
member Kuwaiti Parliament on 
Tuesday rejected a proposal by 
one of its deputies for setting up an 
organisation for military ind- 
ustries in this oil-rich Gulf cou- 
ntry. it was reported here. 

Sources close to parliament said 
that defence minister. Sheikh 
Salem A1 Sabah, argued against* 
the proposals on grounds such 
industries would require eno- 
rmous funds, raw materials and 
manpower. 

While commending the pro- 
posal as “sound.” the Sheikh said 
that a study has been prepared 
about the political and military 
factors impeding such a project. 

He said that Kuwait does not 
fully advocate the practice of imp- 


orting weapons but “we have had 
to import from different sources, 
with a view to diversifying the 
weapons and the sources.” 

“The diversification helps us 
avert unstable political cir- 
cumstances in the arms exporting, 
countries.” he was quoted as tel- 
ling parliament. 

The proposaL submitted by 
deputy Rashed A1 Htijeilan. was 
defeated by 2K votes againsL with 
eight voting for it. while the rest of 
the 66 deputies abstained. 

Sheikh Salem disclosed that 
special committee have been stu- 
dying the feasibility of setting up a 
Gulf-wide military industries org- 
anisation comprising Kuwait ami 
its five partners in die Gulf Coo- 
peration Council (GCCf. 


The CCC groups Kuwait Saudi 
Arabia, the United Arab Emi- 
rates. Bahrain. Qatar and Oman 
in a regional economic integration 
and collective defence alliance. 

“ Consultation and coordination 
are necessary among the GCC sta- 
tes. with a view to devising a ser- 
ious assessment of the project (of 
setting up military industries joi- 
ntly},” he said. 

Most GCC countries rely on 
Western countries for their wea- 
pons. 

An Egyptian-based. SI .4 bil- 
lion Military Industries Org- 
anisation disintegrated in the 
wake of Egypt's ouster from the 
Arab League because of signing 
the U.S.-azranged Camp David 
peace treaty with Israel in 1979. 


Turkey denies Kurds captured general 


Greek government warns 
ships to avoid Gulf war zone 


ANKARA (R: --Turkey Wed- 
nesday denied a claim by Kurdish 
guerrillas opposing the Iraqi aut- 
horities in northern Iraq that they 
had captured a Turkish general 
and 3*1 Turkish soldiers last year. 

Kurdish Democratic Party lea- 
der Idris Barzani told Reuters in 
an interview held in Iran and pub- 
lished on Dec. 29 ihai his men sei- 
zed the Turkish soldiers when 
their helicopter: had inadvertently 
landed in rebel-held territory near 


the Iraqi towri of Zakho near the 
border with Turkey last May. 

Mr. Barzani said the general 
was released on condition he tell 
the Turkish government the rebels 
had no quarrel with T urkey. which 
had launched a military strike acr- 
oss the border after it said its ter- 
ritory was attacked by Kurdish 
guerrillas. 

Turkish forces withdrew after 
the general was freed. Mr. Barzani 
said. 


On Wednesday, a Turkish For- 
eign Ministry spokesman tel- 
ephoned Reuters to say the min- 
istry had investigated vlr. Bar- 
zani's statement and found it to be 
untrue. He made no further com- 
ment. 

Several guerrilla groups from 
among Turkey's eigljnniHipn,efchr 
nic Kurds have, gar.- years waged 
Violent campaigns against the aut- 
horities mainly i^ the. southeast 
near the border with Iraq. 


ATHENS (Ri — The Greek gov- 
ernment has told merchant shi- 
pping to steer dear of the Gulf war 
zone, but shipowners say they 
cannot afford to lose the business. 
The merchant Marine Ministry 
Toesdgy told, ;tfie. main . Org- 
anisations of Shipowners and the 
Seamen's Union that “Greek 
ships should avoid approaching 
the areas of the Arabian Gulf 


which have been characterised as 
war zones..." 

“This recommendation comes 
after recent statements by the Ira- 
qis (hat they intend to strike heavy 
blows at the enemy and after adv- 
ice^from. the Greek diplomatic 
service." it added. 

“It's either the Gulf or the scr- 
apyard.”, said a spokesman for the 
Good Faith Company.

ILO studies Arab workers’ conditions

AMMAN — A member of the 
'international Labour Org- 
anisation (ILO). Claude Ros- 
silion. currently on a visit here has 
said that the organisation has rep- 
eatedly recommended that the 
Israeli authorities improve the 
conditions of Arab labourers in 
the occupied territories. 

The two-man ILO delegation, 
which also includes Mr. Shukri 
Dajani. arrived here Tuesday fora 
four-day visit to gain first hand 
information of the conditions of 
Arab labourers living in the 
Israeli-occupied territories. 

in an interview with the Jordan 
Times. Mr. Rossilion said the visit 
is “preparation for the report of 
the ILO director-general on the 
situation of workers in the occ- 
upied Arab territories which is 
presented every year to the int- 
ernational conference, it is based 
on information collected from 
both Arab countries concerned 
and the occupied territories.” 
Giving a brief account of the 
history of the ILO mission. Mr. 
Dajani said that previously the 
ILO used to send one mission to 
the West Bank but a second was 
created to make the work more 
comprehensive. 

Mr. Dajani explained that the 
first mission visits the Arab cou- 
ntries prior to the despatch of the 
second to the occupied Arab ter- 
ritories. 

He explained that this is to ena- ■ 
blc the ILO to have as much bac- 
kground information as possible 
on Arab labourers in occupied ter- 
ritories before actually there. 


Mr. Dajani said that the inf- 
ormation collected, mainly from 
Syria. Egypt and Jordan, will be 
sent to the international labour 
office where it will be available to 
the second mission. - 

“This wiD help the second mis- 
sion in making their work more 
complete and comprehensive,” 
Mr. Dajani said. 

Asked if the same mission vis- 
iting the Arab countries is sent to 
the occupied Arab territories, Mr. 
Dajani said that most of the time 
the second includes some mem- 
bers from the first mission. 

However, he added, for tec- 
hnical reasons and due to other 
commitments, the members of the 
mission are often different. 

Commenting on this. Mr. Ros- 
silion said “we are acting as off- 
icials of the ILO and hence we 
cannot act independently. We ail 
work together according to a cen- 
tral procedure laid down by the 
ILO." 

Shifting to .the rec- 
ommendations made by the ILO 
to the Israeli authorities, Mr. Ros- 
silion said that some of the ILO 
suggestions were complied with. 

He added that the status of the 
workers in areas under military 
occupation endure more) res-j 
frictions- which are reflected in the 
lack of job opportunities. 

Mr. Rossilion identified low 
wages and the lack of social ben- 
efits as the main problems bef- 
alling workers. 

Even workers living in the West 
Bank and Gaza and working in 
Israel, Mr. RossQion pointed out. 
are not always given equal tre- 
atment and face difficulty in trying 
to gain social benefits to which • 


they are entitled under the exi- 
sting labour rules. 

Arab labourers who work out- 
side the officially recognised cha- 
nnels, Mr. Rossilion said, do not 
receive proper supervision to 
make sure they are receiving faQi 
wages and social benefits. 

He said ILO tries to control this 
but “it is difficult.” Mr. Rossilion 
pointed out that the ILO has no 
power of direct intervention. “It 
can only say what is wrong and 
what should be done and monitor 
whether these suggestions have 
been implemented.” 

The shortage of employment 
opportunities in the occupied 
Arab territories is another pro- 
blem faced. Mr. RossQion said. 

He said that for security rea- 
sons. the Israeli authorities sup- 
ervise closely work activities. 
Hence the longer the occupation 
continues, the worse the con- 
ditions will become. 

Mr. RossilioQ added' that the 
ILO's investigations have resulted 
in an improvement in certain asp- 
ects of life. 

Mr. Rossilion said that the 
ILO 1 s next step will be to visit the 
West Bank,- Gaza Strip and Golan 
*Heights to collect more inf- 
ormation directly. 

Mr. Rossilion said that inf- 
ormation is collected by meeting 
Arab labourers, and municipality 
and trade union representatives. 

“ ILO always insists on meeting 
these people privately without the 
presence of Israeli officials. 

Mr. RossQion said that the ILO 
will also meet Israeli officials 
when they will bring certain points 
to their attention.” 


RCC hosts Picasso exhibition

AMMAN - At the Royal Cul- 
tural Centre this week is’ an exh- 
ibition of photographic rep- 
roductions of some of the unf- 
orgettable as well as of some of the 
less well known works of that most 
famous artist of the twentieth cen- 
tury.. Pablo Picasso. Put together 
by the Spanish-Arab Institute of 
Culture, the photographs were 
taken of some of the paintings., 
sculptures and ceramics that com- 
prise the huge retrospective of 
Picasso's work held to mark both 
the return of his world renowned 
painting "Guernica” i executed in 
1 937 as an anguished cry against 
war and aggression; to Spain and 
theceniennary of the artist’s birth. 
Although much of the subtlety of 
his colour, and the strength and 
power of his original work is lost 
(mainly through the reduction in 
sire. in these photographs, they 
still form an interesting chr- 
onological documentation of the 
development of the artist whose 
“oeuvre in its multiplicity of styles 


variety and inventiveness epi- 
tomises twentieth century art as a 
whole.” 

Picasso was born in 18R1 in 
Malaga, Spain where his father, a 
painter, taught drawing at the 
local school of fine art and crafts. 
Encouraged by his father, Pic- 
asso's own prodigious talent for 
painting and drawing quickly bec- 
ame apparent. Consequently, by 
the age of 16. he was producing 
work of the calibre of the first pai- 
nting reproduced ax this exhibition 
here in Amman, entitled “Science 
and Charity’'. (Hts father was the 
model for the doctor!,. 

At the turn of the century. Pic- 
asso moved to Paris where his first 
joint exhibition with the Basque 
painter lturrino received lau- 
datory reviews, describing him as 
a “brilliant newcoraci”. He was • 
not yet 2U. Covering as many as 
three canvases a day, Picasso at ■ 
that time was painting, as 
“Woman in Blue” shows, in an 
impressionistic style based heavily i 
on Tolouse La Tree. This phase . 
passed quickly after which he 


began bis long, extremely prolific 
and creative search (for Picasso to 
find was the thing} that was to give 
the world cubism and the first con- 
structed and assembled scu- 
lptures, among much more as this 
exhibition indicates. 

Also on display are a number of 
very beautiful books which record 
in Spanish various aspects of Pic- 
asso's work. 

The exhibition runs until Feb. 9.

Mr. Mousali out- 
lined the regulations governing 
the eligibility of voters and the 
process of registration. 

He said that 66 centres have 
been assigned in Amman to reg- 
ister voters. 30 in the suburbs of 
the capital. 1 5 at Wadi Seer, eight 
at Naour. 53 at Zarqa. five in 
.Sahab. Ill at Al Jizeh. 13 in the 
district of Madaba. 23 in the town 
of Madaba. four at Jerash and four 
centres at Muwaqqar. 

in assigning these centres, the 
density of population has been 
taken into consideration and all 


measures will be taken to facilitate 
the centred operations. Mr. Mou- 
sali said. 

He . asked that separate lists of 
male and female voters be pre- 
pared for the Amman area and 
that officials regard the identity 
card contained in the family book 
issued by the Civil Registration 
Department as reference for inf- 
ormation. 

Those eligible to vote should be 
Jordanians who have reached 2n 
years of age. he said. 

Registration procedures, he 
added, should entail registering 
the name, the age. the occupation, 
the religion and place of residence 
of the voter as well as the identity' 
card number. 

In Irbid. the formation of com- 
minees to supervise the reg- 
istration of voters also got und- 
erway and sources said that the 


committees* formation will be 
completed in two days lime. 

The committees will prepare 
lists of vorers in the whole Irbid 
govemorate and will supervise the 
elections. 

In Madaba. District Governor 
JamaJ AJ Momani Wednesday 
chaired a meeting of officials and 
school principals in which they 
decided to sei up 36 committees to 
register voters in the various vil- 
lages and towns in the district. 

The committees comprise 10* 
persons, mostly school teachers 
employed in the Madaba district. 
Another meeting was slated for 
Thursday to finalise preparations 

i for the coming elections. 

In Salt. 24 centres have been 
assigned to register voters, and 
school principals and teachers 
have been requested to help in the 
selection of committees to sup- 
ervise the registration process. 

According to instructions by 
Interior Minister Suleiman Arar: 
no propaganda campaigns by can- 
didates should appear in Lhe 
media before the candidate has 
been officially nominated in acc- 
ordance with article 59 of the ele- 
ctions law..

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Stage of political struggle 

YASSER Arafat's leadership of the Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO) over the past 19 years and his unquestionable 
sincerity and dedication to the Palestinian cause were sufficient 
to justify his visit to Cairo while en route from Tripoli to North 
Yemen last month. But it was rather iliogical to defend the 
man’s bold step as a novel discovery of Egypt’s national role, 
just as it was wrong to put the visit in the context of the Camp 
David accords. 

It is true a claim cannot be made -that the PLO chairman’s 
talks with President Hosni Mubarak did in fact pull Egypt out 
of the Camp David entanglement. For. according to Cairo, the 
Camp David agreements are rather a fixed strategy for Egypt 
and therefore any differences with Israel should be settled 
within the framework of those accords and in full participation 
of the United States. That had been Egypt's stand before the 
visit. After the visit. President Mubarak said that Arafat's 
talks in Cairo had proved the soundness of Egypt’s position all 
along. 

For those who accused. Arafat of being a deviationist and 
demanded his removal as PLO chief. It was a self-defeating 
move. For they who opposed Arafat’s policies after the Cairo 
visit had earlier supported his acceptance of King Fahd’s peace 
plan and even participated in formulating it. They also acc- 
epted the Fez Arab summit resolutions and were represented in 
the seven-member Arab team which toured major world cap- 
itals to explain them. These now-angry protesters also never 
openly attacked the Reagan peace plan in the Algiers meeting. 

So judging by their earlier behaviour, we believe that they 
had been in full approval of Arafat’s actions towards a political 
settlement of the Palestinian problem, well knowing that the 
PLO leadership was inclined to follow a political course from 
the day the PLO left Beirut. 

If this is the case then, why would the Arab rejectionists be so 
furious about Arafat’s visit to Cairo, when they knew all along 
that the political course entails taking serious action and not 
spreading slogans? Why would they approve of political action 
behind closed doors and reject it when they have to face rea- 
lities and settle the accounts? How could they regard such 
terms as “the Palestinians’ right to self-determination” and 
“the Palestinian people’s rights to establishing their state on 
any piece of liberated land'* as “revolutionary” and think 
otherwise when the same terms are moulded for political act- 
ion? 

These are questions that we do not expect the rejectionists to 
answer, but ones that have to be legitimately asked by our 
people.

Al Ra’i: Neo Nazi blackmail 

WESTGER vlANY. like (he other European Community nations. is 
interested in the establishment of peace in this region because of the 
many interests Europe has here. and. also because it realises that 
continued Israeli aggression and expansion is bound to undermine 
the stability and security of nations in ihe Middle East, therefore 
Chancellor Kohl, upon his arrival in occupied Palestine, was careful 
to offer his country" s good offices for establishing a durable peace in 
the region. But unfortunately the Zionists arc not interested in peace, 
and. as King Hussein said in his BBC television interview, they rely 
on power and aggression to achieve their ends and have no regard for 
world public opinion. 

These were exactly the characteristics ol Nazi Germany which 
employed force to carry out its expansionist plans. The Zionists' gave 
Chancellor Kohl a taste ol neo-Nazism when they started to launch a 
blackmail campaign and to put pressure on the West German leader 
as soon as he began his visit. They met him with hostile dem- 
onstrations in a bid to remind him of the atrocities of Nazi Germany 
against the Jews. Kohl's visit was another opportunity for the Zio- 
nists to play the same game again on the Europeans and on Germany 
in particular in a bid to extort more aid and support. Chancellor Kohl 
will see in Israel another Nazi Germany and in Shamir another Hitler 
who heads a team of murderers intent on committing aggression and 
massacres and conducting every inhuman and immoral acts that can 
ever be imagined.

WE HOPE that Chancellor Kohl and the German people will realise 
the blackmail campaign and pressure the Zionists arc trying to exe- 
rcise on them through demonstrations and speeches that remind one 
of Nazi Germany's behaviour. Despite the fact that Germany has 
paid Israel enourmeus amounts oT economic and financial aid as war 
indemnities and despite Bonn's condemnation of all Nazi crimes 
against other nations, thclsraeli leaders believe that they can con- 
tinue to pressure for more aid and to secure West German support 
tor their own military adventures in the Arab World.

The West German leaders are calling for the establishment of 
durable peace in Ihe region and supportine the rights of the Pal- 
estinians in their homeland. 

Sawt Al Shaab: King exhorts joint action 

IN HIS interview with British television. King Hussein outlined the 
principles that should be adopted to establish peace, and moves on 
the international level for regaining Palestinian people’s rights. He 
stressed the firm relationship between the Palestinian and Jordanian 
peoples stressing that it was foundeJ on a very firm basis over the 
years. To regain the Palestinian people’s rights, the King said the 
Jordanians and PLO should work together and prepare a joint plan 
for future action that would be supported by the Arab countries. 

In King Hussein's view the Jordanian-Palestinian action should be 
coupled with a total Israeli withdrawal from the occupied Arab lands 
so that a lasting peace can be worked out on the basis of U.N. Security 
Council Resolution 242. This resolution represents a firm basis for 
the establishment of peace based on justice. But King Hussein str- 
essed tharthe Jordanian-Palestinian role in the peace process is 
essential and both sides should work on the international front to 
bring about a total Israeli withdrawal and pave the ground For a just 
peace-. 


Egypt mildly returns to Arab diplomatic fold

CAIRO — Egypt’s slow rc- 
emergence into Arab diplomatic 
ranks come at a time of growing 
disenchantment here with its rel- 
ationship with Israel, which had 
been a cornerstone ot U.S. foreign 
policy in the Middle East. 

At the same time. Egyptian dip- 
lomats and government officials 
feel frustrated over what they see 
as reluctance on the pan of the 
United States to push the Israelis 
into concessions over the Pal- 
estinian issue which Cairo feels is 
necessary to revive the peace pro- 
cess launched more than six years 
ago by the late President Anwar 
Sadat. 

•• We have gone about as far as 
we can." said one senior diplomat, 
who asked not to be identified by 
name. “ Many things are possible 
now ton the peace process . but 
they all depend on some mov- 
ement by the Americans" to spur 
Israel into concessions. 

Five years after vlr. Sadat and 
Prime Minister vlenachem Begin 
signed the separate Egypt ian- 


lsraeli treaty, relations between i 
the two former adversaries have 
bogged down to little more than 
“a cold peace " 

Disillusionment 

Gone are the optimistic for- 
ecasts ol joint projects with the 
Israelis, increased trade and a flo- 
wering relationship between Isr- 
ael and the largest Arab couniry. 

Although Egypt and Israel still 
maintain diplomatic relations as 
called for in the treaty, there has 
been no Egyptian ambassador in 
Tel Aviv since Sept. 1 . 1 9X2. when 
President Hosni Mubarak wit- 
hdrew the envoy in protest over 
the massacre of Palestinians in 
Israeli-held Beirut. Egypt says the 
ambassador will not return until 
Israel improves the “climate" wit- 
hin the region. In a recent int- 
erview. Mustafa Al Said, minister 
of external trade, went so far as to 
say that the Egyptian people 
“have proved their true nat- 
ionalism by not responding to 
normalisation with Israel.” 

Occupation condemned 

Egypt's news media have sha- 


rply condemned Israel's con- 
tinued occupation of South Leb- 
anon. accusing Israeli troops of 
brutality there. 

For the second straight year. 
Israel has been excluded from the 
annual Egyptian International 
Book Fair, which opens this Thu-- 
rsday in Cairo with rep- 
resentatives from 40 countries, 
including 1 2 Arab states. 

In the meantime. Egypt has 
been slowly mending its lies with 
other Arab states, which were 
severed after the 1 979 treaty with 
Israel. The Egyptians have signed 
a trade agreement with Jordan, 
virtually ending the economic 
boycott imposed the Kingdom 

after the treaty. 

Press reports from Jordan say 
Mr. Mubarak will visit Amman 
and Baghdad possibly in Feb- 
ruary. Despite Syrian and Libyan 
opposition, the Organisation of 
Islamic Conference invited Egypt 
to resume its membership in the 
Muslim group, raising hopes that 
Cairo might be allowed to return 
to the Arab League after the Arab 
summit scheduled for late March 
in Saudi Arabia. 

Although vlr. Mubarak has 


vqwed Egypt will never renounce 
the treaty with IsraeL KingHassan 
11 of Morocco quoted Mr. Mub- 
arak as telling him the Egyptians 
now considered the Camp David 
agreements, which ted to the tre- 
aty. as “dead.” 

Not surprisingly, the Egyptians 
blame Israel for failing to show 
flexibility and sensitivity nec- 
essary to develop the relationship. 

vlr. Mubarak cancelled a pla- 
nned trip to Israel in 19M2 because 
vlr. Begin insisted that the Egy- 
ptian leader visit East Jerusalem, 
which Israel had annexed, cla- 
iming it as part of its unified cap- 
ital. 

An East Jerusalem issue 

Talks between Israel and Egypt 
on Palestinian “autonomy”, also 
provided for under Camp David, 
broke down over the Begin gov- 
ernment’s demand that sessions 
be held in East Jerusalem. Egypt 
considered East Jerusalem’s fut- 
ure status a subject of (hose neg- 
otiations. 

Some Egyptians blame Israeli 
insensitivity in pan for the failure 
to develop tourism between the 


two countries, as called for under 
the 197y treaty. In 19«2. for exa- 
mple. 2S.495 Israelis 'visited 
Egypt, while only 5.624 Egyptians 
travelled to Israel. 

The Coptic Orthodox Church 
- the Middle East's largest Chr- 
istian community — has forbidden 
its members to make pilgrimages 
to Jerusalem or Bethlehem until 
the Israelis return a monastery in 
the Church of the Holy Sepulchre 
to Egyptian Coptic monks. 

Egypt claims the Israelis took 
away Egyptian Copts' control of 
the monastery m the church fol- 
lowing the 1967 Arab- Israeli war 
and handed it over to the rival Eth- 
iopian Coptic Church. 

The Taba problem 

An even greater sore point is 
the status of Taba. a one- 
kilometre square enclave in the 
Sinai Peninsula near the Israeli 
port of Eilat. The Egyptians - 
and some Western diplomats in 
Cairo — believe the area should 
have been returned to Egypt with 
the rest of the Sinai in April 1 V«2. 

But the Israelis, who have built 


a luxury hotel there, maintain 
Taba lies nn their terriwry. 

“Nobody wants to go back icr 
the old cycle ot wars," said an 
Egyptian pharmacist, who also 
refused to be named. "But 1 never 
trusted the Israelis, i don’t think 
they want peace, and their beh- 
aviour in Lebanon and elsewhere 
proves me right.” 

' Western diplomats and other 
Egyptians doubt Mr. Mubarak 
would ever return Egypt to the 
ranks of Arab confrontation sta- 
tes. But some believe that unless 
the l&radis and the Americanvcah 
hold out hopes tor progre ss on an 
overall Middle East peace, public 
opinion may force the government 
into an increasingly harder line on 
Middle East issues. 

“Don’r underestimate public 
opinion here.” cautioned one 
Egyptian diplomat. “1 can rem- 
ember in the ‘41 when 1 was a 
student and we took to the streets 
over the British occupation." 

“In Sadat's time, our press did 
not explain to the people all the 
implications of peace." the dip- 
lomat warned. “Now (he press 
discusses these issues and people 
have a greater understanding.” 



U.S. officials hopeful of East-West thaw

MOSCO'V - U.S. officials see 
some hope for improved East- 
West relations following last 
week's high-level diplomacy in 
Stockholm, but the Soviet press is 
taking a more pessimistic tone 
toward the future. 

Behind the Soviet com- 
mentaries. some observers say. 
could be uncertainty about how to 
act toward America in this U.S. 
election year. 

The Soviet press said President 
.Ronald Reagan's speech of Jan- 
16 on U.S.-Soviet relations, a pre- 
lude to the Stockholm meetings, 
was an empty election-year ploy 
aimed at shedding a hawk 1 s image. 

Soviet press accounts of the 
Stockholm speech by U.S-- 
Sccrctary of State George Shultz, 
and to a lesser extent, his meeting 
with Soviet Foreign Minister And- 
rei A. Gromyko, said there was no 
U.S. overture for better relations 
- especially on disarmament mat- 
ters. A TASS account of the 
Shultz-Gromyko meeting, tra- 
nsmitted before the session was 
over, indicated Mr. Gromyko 
gave a tough lecture to his Ame- 
rican counterpart. 


sir. Shultz said after the session 
that he had “nothing positive” to 
say about the prospects for res- 
uming medium-range and long- 
range missile talks between the 
superpowers. But he said the mee- 
ting was worthwhile and laid the 
groundwork for a continuing 
high-level dialogue. 

Mr. Shultz and other diplomats 
say the Soviets are apparently wil- 
ling to resume, perhaps in two 
months, talks on reducing con- 
ventional forces in Europe. 

A senior U.S. official here spe- 
culated that the Soviets, in their 
press, are still pursuing a course 
aimed at dampening the chance of 
a Reagan-election and promoting 
dissatisfaction with vlr. Reagan by 
U.S. allies. 

On the other hand, “they aren’t 
giving us a consistent signal of not 
wanting to deal with us.” the off- 
icial said. 

The diplomat, who did not want 
to be identified, said he sees the 
Soviets as now being in a“ run-up” 
to the U.S. presidential election. 
The elections, he said, are “und- 
oubtedly obsessing Soviet 
decision-makers.” He speculated 
that Moscow does not know whe- 
ther to try to begin some major 
dialogue with the United States. 

At the same time, there are 


some signs the Soviets have dec- 
ided to keep dealing with the Rea- 
gan administration. 

The Soviets agreed to the 
Gromyko-Shultz meeting, and the 
Vienna conventional force talks 
may go forward. The U.S. official 
here also cited a Soviet agreement 
to hold talks in Washington beg- 
inning Friday f Jan. 27; to resolve . 
an old-beanng sea demarcation 
dispute, and other talks on imp- 
roving emergency White- 
Housc-Kremlin communications 
— traditionally called the “hot 
line.” 

Some slight changes in tone may 


also be appearing in the Soviet 
press. 

Television commentator Val- 
entin Zorin said after Mr. Rea- 
gan's pre-Stockholm speech that 
the president had avoided the 
“abusive language” which has so 
stung "the Soviets- Mr. Zorin com- 
plained. however, that no major 
new initiatives have been made. 

A TASS political analyst. Yuri 
Kornilov, suggested some opt- 
imism. saying Washington had not 
rejected “point-blank" Soviet 
proposals made in Stockholm. He 
said, however, that the proposals 
were just too good to reject. 
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Peruvians have a ‘disappeared’ case too 


Peru is threatened by a guerrilla war between Us army and the 
Shining Path Maoist group which has terrorised one of the cou- 
ntry's poorest corners. William Chislett reports. 


AYACUCHO. Peru - Every 
morning Peruvian Indian women 
sit patiently in lawyers’ offices in 
Ayacucho waiting their turn to ask 
about the disappearance of mem- 
bers of their families. 

More than I .in Hi of Ayacucho' s 
54t>.tH in people were killed last 
year and according to lawyers, a 
further 690 people have been reg- 
istered as disappeared and are fea- 
red dead. Several hundred more 
people who have disappeared 
have not been registered, they say. 
because families fear reprisals. 

The Peruvian army is fighting a 
guerrilla campaign against the 
Maoist Sendero Luminoso (Shi- 
ning Path i group near Ayacucho. 
and guardsmen wearing sweat 
shins with “anti-subversive" emb- 
lazones across them patrol the 
main square. 

Ayacucho is the capital of the 
poorest department of Peru, high 
in the south eastern Andes. The 
town, whose name literally means 
“Land of the Dead”, has been liv- 
ing in a sLaLe of terror since the 
area was declared a military eme- 
rgency zone- at the end of 19N2. 

“The army is acting with imp- 
unity.” says Dr. Efrain Morale 
Best, the Dean of the Ayacucho 
College of Lawyers, whose son 
Osman is a leading member of 
Sendero Luminoso. No official 
investigation has been made so far 
into what has happened to the 


missing people although mutilated 
bodies are. regularly found. Terse 
statements from the military, 
which ruled Peru from iy6« to 
i msi appear in the press rec- 
ording the deaths of guerrillas and 
attributing massacres of peasants 
to rebels “disguised” as troops. 

Sendero Luminoso. one of the 
most fanatical and secretive gue- 
rrilla groups in the world, also has 
a reputation for brutality. It has 
killed peasant “traitors” and clo- 
sed down markets in the Andean 
highlands to try to cut off food 
supplies to towns. 

Peru’s fledgling democracy is 
under threat from this vicious spi- 
ral of violence which many inf- 
ormed observers fear could end in 
another military coup. 

Sendero Luminoso announced 
itself dramatically in 19X0. just 
before the return to civilian gov- 
ernment. by hanging dogs from 
electricity poles in Lima. The ani- 
mals wore placards which den- 
ounced Deng Xiaoping, the Chi- 
nese leader, as a “dog?' for bet- 
raying the Cultural Revolution. 
Sendero Luminoso is orthodox 
Maoist and believes thar the same 
semi-feudal conditions prevail in 
Peru now as in China in the 1 930s.' 
Like Mao. it hopes to mobilise the 
peasantry and assault the cities. 

Life expectancy in Ayacucho is 
45 years, compared with the nat- 
ional average of 5N. The pop- 


ulation consumes an average 420 
calories a day. half the amount 
specified by the World Health 
Organisation as the minimum 
necessary to sustain a reasonable 
life. 

Sendero Luminoso has nur- 
tured itself in this poverty, which is 
getting worse because of the cou- 
ntry’s fierce recession. It has bec- 
ome a channel for the frustration 
and impotence felt by those who 
see no future for themselves. 

The group was founded in 197(» 
by Abimaei Guzman, a phi- 
losophy professor at Ayacucho 
University who went underground 
in 197K. His disciples describe him 
as the “fourth sword of Marxism" 
after Marx. Lenin and Mao. 

Mr. Guzman, known as “Com- 
rade Gonzalo.’’ is held in awe by 
his followers because he is reg- 
arded as having restored to 
Marxism-Leninism the purity lost 
in the “revisionist” betrayals of 
Moscow and Peking. Sendero 
Luminoso’ $ models are Stalinist 
Russia, the Chinese Cultural Rev- 
olution and the Pol Pot regime in 
Cambodia. The group takes its 
name from a statement made by 
the famous Peruvian Marxist Jose 
Carlos Mariategui who said that 
Marxism-Leninism would open 
"the shining path to revolution." 

Sendero Luminoso’s potential 
was greatly underestimated when 
it first started its terrorist activities 
in 1 9MB. At that time Peru was 
celebrating the fall of the military 
dictatorship and the return to civ- 
ilian democratic government 


under President Fernando Bel- 
aunde Terry, who had previously 
been overthrown in iy6K. 

There was a “visceral reaction”, 
in the words of Mario Vargas 
Uosa. Peru’s best known novelist, 
against involving the army and 
using repressive methods to com- 
bat Sendero Luminoso. When Mr. 
Belaunde Terry asked the army to 
put down a guerrilla movement 
drawn from Lima, the capital, and 
other towns in the 1 960s. it did so 
with brutal efficiency, throwing 
Mr. Belaunde Terry out of office 
at the same time. 

The government wanted to 
purge the armed forces of its more 
brutal officers but by the time the 
army was sent into Ayacucho this 
campaign had made little_ pro- 
gress. Many people now criticise 
Mr. Belaunde Terry for abdicating 
power to the armed forces and fai- 
ling to curb their excesses. Instead 
of winning people's support, the 
army has only alienated potential 
allies. 

Sendero Luminoso despises all 
political parties. It is particularly 
contemptuous of the united Left, a 
fragile coalition of two Com- 
munist parties. Trotskyists and 
some former guerrillas from the 
i96Us when it calls .“par- 
liamentary cretins.” 

The group has so far confined 
most of its activities to Ayacucho. 
but it is understood that its leaders 
agreed last November to open up 
other fronts. — Financial Times 
news feature - 


Fundamentalism rising 
among poorer young 
Moroccan Muslims

RABAT - A rise of Islamic fun- 
damentalism among the younger 
generation in Morocco, where 
more than half the population is 
under 21. is causing concern 
among officials trying to control 
social unrest. 

The problem was dramatised by- 
last week’s bloody rioting in nor- 
thern towns, where schoolchildren 
took to the streets to protest aga- 
inst examination fees. 

There was no official word on 
casualties and foreign journalists 
are banned from the area- The 
Spanish press has put the death 
toll at more than 150. 

The young protestors were qui- 
ckly joined by other youths with 
qualifications but no jobs and by 
masses of other unemployed peo- 
ple living below the poverty line. 

In a television .broadcast Sun- 
day night King Hassan blamed the 
violence partly on “Khomeirtists". 
Islamic fundamentalist followers 
of Iranian leader Ayatollah Ruh- 
ollah Khomeini, who he said had 
distributed inflammatory tracts 
around the country. 

He held up. one of the tracts, 
primed in Arabic on glossy paper, 
with a colour photograph of the 
Ayatollah. 

The tracts denounced last w- 
eek’s Islamic Summit Conference 
in Casablanca, which was boy- 
cotted by Iran, and castigated 
King Hassan and Moroccan lea- 
ders. describing them as “Tah- 
outi” (corrupt agents of Satan, 1 , a 
favourite Iranian epithet. 

Khomeini may not have bec- 
ome a folk hero in Morocco but 
Islamic fundamentalism is on the 
rise among the young generation 
turning to religion for solace as 
they face growing economic dif- 
ficulties. 

The trend has grown steadily 
since the early I97ffs. when 
French teachers were withdrawn 
from secondary schools and rep- 
laced by Arab teachers from 
Egypt. Syria and other Middle 
East contries as the education sys- 
tem was Arabised. 

A senior Moroccan source said 
many of the new teachers turned 
out to be militant members of the 
Muslim Brotherhood. Baathists 
and Islamic fundamentalists who 
“brainwashed" children at school 
while ostensibly teaching them the 
Holy Koran. 

Fundamentalism has now div- 


ided into tour or five groups, one 
influenced by Pakistani thinkers, 
another by Saudi Arabian pre- 
achers. a third by the vluslim Bro- 
thers. There is also a group called 
the Salafi and now there are the 
Khomeinists. 

The groups have spawned doz- 
ens of small associations around 
the country, mainly in the uni- 
versity cities of Fez. Oujda. Mar- 
rakesh. Rabat and Casablanca. 

But in outlying towns like Tan- 
gier. Agadir and Sale they have 
also found a following among 
youngsters in their late teens and. 
early twenties. 

Their influence is apparent as 
young people abandon Western 
dress and adopt traditional robes, 
it had been considered chic and 
progressive to wear blue jeans. 

file dress change is particularly 
noticeable among young girls. 
Having abandoned "the veil for 
Western dress after independence 
in 1 956. they are now adopting the 
enveloping jellaba robe, with a 
"'scarf tfcd tightly around their 
heads. :t: 

At first the movement was pla- 
cid and contemplative but has rec- 
ently become much more ass- 
ertive. In the past two years dtcre 
have been several reports of inc- 
idents in mosques, after sermons 
which the authorities considered 
subversive. 

Official concern about the rise 
of fundamentalism can be seen tn 
the trial which opened in Sale near 
Rabat Monday of AbdessaJera 
Yacine. a middle-aged Muslim 
scholar who has already spent 
over three years in jail for his opi- 
nions. 

A fragile-looking man who spe- 
aks impeccable French as well as 
Arabic. Mr. Vacine was arrested 
earlier this month after bringing 
out the first and. as it turned out. 
the only issue of a new daily new- 
spaper called “Sobh" Idawn >. 

it contained an article on the 
theme"The Sun Will Soon Be Ris- 
ing" which was apparently infr; 
erpreted by the authorities as-' 
meaning that some sort of radical 
change along fundamentalist lines 
was contemplated by Mr. Vacine 
and his disciples. 

Government leaders do not bel- 
ieve there is any immediate threat 
of fanatical fundamentalism tak- 
ing hold in Morocco, as in other 
areas, but they do not rule it out. 

Officials close to the gov- 
ernment and palace say the sit- 
uation here is not comparable to 
that in Iran under the Shah.

I a know ledge with gratitude the remarks of Reverend Musa 
Adeli in his article*‘Taking better care of Jordan’s natural beauty ' 
(Jordan Times. Jan. 15;. and I would like to add that great 
damage is done daily to the beautiful hillsof Jela'ad and elsewhere 
while evergreens, oaks and hazel - trees are systematically upr- 
ooted. 

This occurs on the justification that such trees should make' 
room for new olive trees. Since the oil diere is rather rocky and 
requires big' expenses to be ploughed .and kept free of weeds, as 
soon as the luxuriant woods and bushes have been pulled out, they - 
are replaced by a barren land where scorched trees with a faint' 
resemblance of oilve trees seldom fructify. 

It is the responsibility of the Ministry of Agriculture to be more • 
strict in giving permission to annihilate the-beautiful woods of old' 
oaks for the sake of new olive trees, which cannot be properly 
tended, nor pruned, nor harvested in the future, taking into con- 
sideration the lack of manpower in Jordan. Moreover, it is adv- 
isable that in certain woodland districts goats be banished as their 
continuous damage to trees and plants surely exceeds the ones 
.caused by irresponsible people. •

Where opera is a public interest

CANBERRA y Music. like 
sport, space and sunshine, is an 
integral part of Australian life, 
and opera is a musical form which 
claims a special place in the com- 
munity. 

The noted Australian professor 
of music and critic. Roger Covell, 
says: “Opera in Australia has 
never been a snobbish, upper class 
affair. From the earliest days it 
was enjoyed by the widest strata of 
society and. thank goodness, this 
Is still the case today .” 

For the first 100 years of set- 
tlement opera was strictly pan of 
the import industry, overseas 
companies being brought eno- 
rmous distances to the country, 
and then travelling extensively to 
meet the demands of enthusiastic 
music lovers. Some companies in 
the tnid-1 KOOs spent two years on 
tour in Australia. 

In return. Australia from the 
late 1.9th century began a thriving 
“export trade’* in singers which 
continues today. 

Undoubtedly. Australia's out- 
standing contributions to the 
. modem world of opera are the 
soprano Joan Sutherland and the 
building, the Sydney Opera 
House. 

Bom in November ly26. Dame 
Joan continues to display the lus- 
trous tone, the technical control 
and the dynamic range and power 
which have made her one of the 
world’s major coloraturas over the 
past 25 years. 

Recently a New York critic said 
ot her: “Although the reference 
books insist she is a few weeks 
short of 57. the ear refuses to bel- 
ieve it." 

The Sydney Opera House, 
while not solely a house for opera, 
provides a permanent home for 
i he Australian Opera and has 
given the an form a point of focus 
and a source of musical sti- 
mulation. it is Australia’s best- 
known building and the country's 
No.l tourist magnet. 

Today Australia no longer 
needs to import whole opera com- 
panies. The Australian Opera has 
an international reputation for the 
quality of its productions and 
every State in the country has its 
own company staging major 
works in modern auditoriums 
which, if less spectacular, often are 
functionally superior to the Syd- 
ney Opera House. 

For a nation of 15 million iso- 
lated from the cultural centres and 
influences of the world. Aus- 
tralia's output of vocal talent has 
been remarkable. 

it started with Dame Nellie 
vlelba I bom vlitchell. in Mel- 
bourne. of course, in 1 X61 ; . After 
her international debut in Brussels 
in 1XS7. she was for the next 35 
years opera’s prima donna ass- 


ohita. probably rivalled in voice 
and box-office appeal only by 
Caruso and Galli-Curci. 

The bass-baritone Peter Daw- 
son. while only an occasional 
opera performer, was a vocal giant 
whose, singing' career 'Spanned’ 
more than 50 years from the start 
of the century.

Covell. associate professor and 
head of the department of Music 
at the University of New South 
Wales. Sydney, believes there is 
another contributing factor: 

“This is a relatively young, 
small country, so it is not easy to 
break into the tough world of 
opera from here. Our young amb- 
itious singers know they face a fie- 
rce fight for recognition and sur- 
vival so they are more determined, 
more competitive and dedicated 
than most." 

He' also believes Australians’ 
great interest in' ’sport has con- 
tributed to the development of so 
many fine 1 vocalists: “Australian 
singers have athleticism and 
power, an ability to achieve spe- 
ctacular musical feats. They may 
.not compare with the singers of 
older nations in musical bac- 
kground. in interpretation and the 
subtleties of stage craft, biit they 
are marvellous at creating an emo- 
tional response, at meeting a mus- 


ical challenge head-on in a way 
that is thrilling." 

Musical performances generally 
and opera in particular enjoyed 
great popularity from the early 
days of the young colony. Fully 
staged performances of Rossinr s 
Barber of Seville were being given 
in 1X43. and William Saurin Lys- 
tefs Californian company made 
the first of many tours in 1 861 and 
seldom played to anything but 
packed houses. Nellie Melba, in 
conjunction with an American 
entrepreneur. J.C. Williamson, 
who brought the first Italian com- 
pany to Australia in 1 893. made a 
spectacularly successful tour with 
a company which included the 
-famous Irish lyric tenor John Mc- 
Cormack in 1911. 

It seemed Australians could not 
have too much opera, but the cou- 
ntry still had no permanent com- 
pany. though many local pro- 
ductions of quality were staged. 

The forerunner of the Aus- 
tralian Opera is generally said to 
be the company formed by the 
Australian Elizabethan Theatre 
Trust in 1955. but it was a sickly 
child. 

In 1971) the company adopted 
its present name and in 1973 took 
up home in the 3105 million Syd- 
ney Opera House, a beneficial 
move which, aided by substantial 
government funding “medicine", 
has seen it acquire robust good 
health. 

Of the company' s 19X2 income 
of almost 512 million. 36 per cent 
came from government sources 
and 57 per cent through the box 
office. 

Jt staged 217 performances of 
22 productions for 307 OOO people 
in 19X2. Its season lasts for seven 
months, claimed to be far longer 
than for any other city comparable 
in size to Sydney (3.3 million;, 
with the possible exception of 
Hamburg. 

The Australian Opera is not the 
only company to stage major pro- 
ductions in the country: Mel- 
bourne. Brisbane. Adelaide. 
Perth and Canberra also have act- 
ive semi-permanent companies 
with full-time administrations. 

The Victorian State Opera will 
operate from the Victorian Arts 
Centre from June this year, per- 
forming in the 2(HH)-seat Slate 
Theatre which functionally will be 
far superior to the internally com- 
promised Concert Hall of the 
Sydney Opera House. The State 
Opera of South Australia has a 
splendid auditorium in Adelaide's 
Festival Centre, and by 19X5 the 
Queensland Lyric Opera will have 
a new permanent home on the 
banks of the Brisbane River.

Exxon’s profits rise 
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NEW YORK (R' — Exxon, the world’s biggest oil company, said 
Tuesday that its profits increased by 1V.I per cent in 19X3 as the oil 
industry recovered slowly from a severely depressed and unsettled 
situation. 

Last year's profits were *4.9N billion, or *5.79 a share, on revenues 
of *94 .59 billion. 

The rise in profits came about despite a drop of X.7 per cent in 
revenues. Exxon, the largest U.S. industrial corporation, said. 

The company said that it reduced its external debt by *1.3 billion 
last year. In 1 9X2. debt was reduced by about *900 million to a little 
over *7 billion. 


Third World increases bank deposits I 


BASLE (R) — Third World countries have inc- 
reased their deposits with foreign banks in what may 
be a sign of improved balance of payments health, 
new figures showed Thursday. 


Bonn cuts oil imports 


FRANKFURT ER: — West Germany cut crude oil imports by lb per 
cent in t 9*3 and Britain replaced Saudi Arabia as its largest supplier, 
the Federal Office of Trade and Industry said Tuesday. 

The fall, the fourth decline in a row. reduced the couniry’scrudeoil 
import bill to OM37.X billion 1*13.9 billion], after DM44.6 billion 
(*IX.x billion! the year before. 

The preliminary data shows West Germany imported 65.2 million 
ionnes of crude after 72.4 million in 19X2. The average price per 
tonne rose to DM619.15 (*21 X; in December from a Iyx3 low of 
DM539.24 (*191 1 in April. 

Imports from Britain slipped to 14 J million tonnes from 15.4 
million in 1 9X2. but it led the West German table of imports ahead of 
Libya. Nigeria and Saudi Arabia. 

Saudi Arabia slipped from first to fourth place on the list of 
importers, as a result of its oil being more expensive for West Ger- 
many than British North Sea oil. 


They deposited more funds with 
the banks of major non- 
communist industrial nations in 
the third quarter of last year than 
they received in loans, according 
to the Bank for International Set- 
tlements (BIS;. 

Although this could indicate a 
lasting balance of payments rec- 
overy for some developing cou- 
ntries. the BIS quarterly int- 
ernational banking report cau- 
tioned that it could also be just a 
temporary phenomenon. 

Bank lending to non-OPEC 
Third World nations, still bur- 
dened by recession and the debt 
crisis, slumped in the third quarter 


of 19K3 to only *1.7 billion from 
*4.6 billion i A 'the .second quarter. 
But they built up their bank dep- 
osits by *3.4 billion. 

OPEC countries, evidently rec- 
overing from the effects of dec- 
lining oil prices, started building 
up their bank deposits again in the 
third quarter for the first time 
since early 19St. 

OPEC members continuously 
drew on their bank deposits from 
the first quarter of 19X1 but after 
taking out *7.1 billion in the sec- 
ond quarter of 19X3. they put *2.2 

billion back in the following 3 
months. 

New lending to OPEC countries 


rose from *X00 million to .*1.4 bil- 
lion between the 2 quarters. 

The BIS. which provides ban- 
king services for central banks, 
calculated that net international 
bank lending grew worldwide by 
about *20 billion in the third qua- 
rter compared with *15 billion in 
the previous 3 months. 

Among the major industrialised 
nations, lending accelerated from 
*7 billion to S13 billion. 

There was a *10.3 billion net 
inflow of funds from the rest of the 
world to American banks, which 
reversed a 3-year trend, in the 
other direction. 

The BIS saw this as a symptom 
of generally slack demand for 
funds elsewhere in the ind- 
ustrialised world and a reluctance 
to lend to heavily- indebted cou- 
ntries. 

The BIS calculated thaL. not 


counting special rescue operations 
organised for major debtors such 
as Mexico and BraziL net “ vol- 
untary” .bank lending to the 
non-OPEC Third World barely 
exceeded- a *2 billion during the 
first 9 months of last year. 

In the same period of 197X. 
these nations had received *13.4 
billion of new credits. 

Much of the SI. 7 billion of new 
lending to this group in the third 
quarter of last year went to Mex- 
ico. Chile. China and Malaysia. 

The banks reacted to a growing 
debt problem in the Philippines by 
reducing their funds out on loan to 
it by *500 million during the qua- 
rter. it said. , 

Eastern Europe, which received 
marginally more loans in the sec- 
ond quarter, saw a further *1.1 
billion cut in its outstanding credit. 

Most of this reduction was to 
Poland and the Soviet Union.

WASHINGTON I.R; — President 
Reagan, if elected to a second 
term, would seek major reforms in 
the U.S. tax system early in 19X5 
to help cut huge federal budget 
deficits, according to Treasury 
Secretary Donald Regan. 

In an interview published in 
Wednesday’s New York Times. 
Mr. Regan said the changes could 
include a “simplified” tax system 
eliminating many income tax ded- 
uctions and lowering tax rates. 

The treasury secretary did not 
say whether the tax changes would 
be designed to increase gov- 
ernment revenues, but he des- 
cribed tax reform as part of an att- 
ack on budget deficits. which vlr. 
Reagan would be likely to make 
early in a second term. 

Mr. Reagan, who is expected to 
announce his candidacy for rc- 
election on Jan. 29. has rejected 
.recommendations to pare federal 
deficits this year by including tax 
increase proposals in the budget 
he submits to Congress on Feb. 1 . 

Administration officials have 
said that budget will project def- 
icits in the S 1 xo billion range until 
19XX. 


While the treasury secretary 
opposed tax increases in the for- 
thcoming budget, he had asked 
Mr. Reagan to consider including 
proposals for a major tax overhaul 
that would assume revenue gains 
in future years and thus allow the 
administration to show lower def- 
icit projections. 

Other advisers have often spo- 
ken of the need for tax reform, but 
most have acknowledged this 
would be unlikely to yield revenue 
gains. 

The president's chief eco- 
nomist. Mr. Martin Fcldsiein. has 
said separate tax increases are 
needed immediately to reduce the 
budget deficit. 

The treasury secretary said a 
second Reagan administration 
would aim to persuade Congress 
to bring the rate of increase in fed- 
eral spending well below the rate 
of increase in federal revenues as a 
way of narrowing budget deficits. 

"If we’re going to have a 7 or X 
per cent increase in revenues, one 1 
year over the next, what we have 
to learn to do is have the rate of 
increase of the federal budget only 
3 or 4 per cent.” Mr. Regan said.

Shell bids for control 
of U.S. subsidiary

LONDON (R - The 
European-based Royal Dutch' 
Shell group said Tuesday it was 
making a *5.2 billion bid to take 
over all minority shares in its U.S. 
subsidiary. Shell Oil. 

Royal Dutch'Shell. the world’s 
second biggest oil company, said 
that the group would offer *55 a 
share for the minority sha- 
reholding of around 30 percent in 
Shell. Oil. 

The bid would be made by Shell 
Petroleum NV. one of the group’s 
2 holding companies. Royal 
Dutch'Shell added. Dutch-based 
Shell Petroleum NV is the maj- 
ority shareholder in the U.S. sub- 


sidiary. 

Shell Petroleum NV Managing 
Director Peter Baxendell said that 
Dutch'Shell to invest and operate 
in the U.S. without possible inh- 
ibitions created by minority int- 
erest. 

In Houston. Shell Oil said that it 
would not comment until after the 
proposal was presented to its dir- 
ectors later this week. 

Shell sources and analysts in 
Amsterdam said the bid was partly 
to simplify the group’ stax position 
in the U.S. At the present the 
group has a high tax liability in the 
U.S. and is seeking ways of lim- 
iting this. 


TOKYO (R' - Japan Wed- 
nesday announced an austerity 
national budget in which defence 
spending was raised by a hotly 
contested margin which nev- 
ertheless seemed too small to ple- 
ase the United States. 

Defence and overseas aid were 
the only items for which sig- 
nificant increases were permitted 
in the 5o.627-billion yen (*217 
billion budgeL for the financial 
year beginning in April. 

Total spending will rise only u.5 
per cent on the current year. 

The figures, released by a gov- 
ernment spokesman, showed the' 
lowest budget growth rate in 29 
years and reflected the efforts of 
Prime Minister Yasuhiro Nak- 
asone to combat a government 
deficit now reaching a cumulative 
1 2H.IHKI billion yen (*5 1 5 billion . 

It took vlr. Nakasone' s per- 
sonal intervention to push defence 
spending up to 2.934 billion yen 
(*12.5 billion' or 6.55 per cent 
above the current year’s level, 
government sources said. 

At a meeting Tuesday night of 
leaders of the ruling Liberal Dem- 
ocratic Party (LDP:. Mr. Nak- 
asone overruled Finance Minister 
Nobo'ru Takeshila who had ori- 
ginally wanted to keep the defence 
increase down to 5.1 per cent, the 
sources said. 

But U.S. officials said Was- 
hington had been hoping for a 
defence increase closer lo in per 
cent. 

Bui the latest increase will still 
leave Japanese defence spending 
at just below 1 percent of the nat- 
ion's Gross National Product 
(GNP . 

West European powers spend 
between 3 and 5 per cent of GNP 
on defence. 

Overseas aid raised 
Overseas economic aid was inc- 
reased by 7.9 per cent to 543 bil- 
lion yen (*2.3 billion 1 , the gov- 
ernment spokesman said. 

Allocations for welfare and 
education were held close to their 
previous levels while spending on 


public works actually declined 2 
per cent to 6.52o billion yen (* 
■27.x billion . 

Despite the need to cut gov- 
ernment costs, vlr. Nakasone bel- 
ieved defence and overseas aid 
should be kepi as high as possible 
to avoid further friction with the 
United States, political sources 
said. 

U.S.-Japanese relations are alr- 
eady beset by serious differences 
on trade and Mr. Nakasone had no 
wish to add to them, the sources 
said. 

The size of the deficit problem 
was shown by the 9.1 55 billion yen 
1*39 billion allocated to service 
government debts. This was up 
1 1 .7 per cent on the previous year. 

Planned revenue for 1VX4-X5 
again fell short of projected spe- 
nding. 

Revenue was forecast at 34.596 
billion yen (*14x billion' in taxes 
and 3351 billion yen (* 1 4 billion 
in other government income. 

With revenue accounting for 
only 75 per cent of spending, the 
government again issued new 
bonds to fill the 1 2.6X11 billion yen 
(*54 billion - gap. 

In fulfillment of a pledge made 
in last month’s election campaign. 
Mr. Nakasone last week cut inc- 
ome and other personal taxes by 
1.240 billion yen (*5.3 billion'. 

To help make up for this, the 
budget raised corporate taxes by 
430 billion yen (*I .x billion and 
increased liquor taxes by 320 bil- 
lion yen {*1.4 billion . 

Among cost culling measures, 
the government slashed railway 
subsidies by 7.6 per cent to 64S 
billion yen and ruled that patients 
on public health treatment must 
pay 10 per cent of their medical 
bills. 

Foreign ministry officials said 
the increase in overseas aid ref- 
lected particularly strong lobbying 
by Foreign Minister Sh intaro Abe. 

China is currently the largest 
recipient of official development 
assistance, followed by Indonesia 
and Bangladesh.

Andropov: Door is open for talks 


MOSCOW (A.P.) ~ Soviet Leader Yuri 
Andropov, responding through a Soviet 
newspaper to U.S. President Ronald Rea- 
gan’s call for Soviet- American dialogue, said 
the Kremlin door was open if such dis- 
cussions were aimed at achieving “concrete 
accords,” TASS reported. 


The official Soviet News Age- 
ncy said Mr. Andropov also str- 
essed that Moscow “resolutely 
rejects" what he called Mr. Rea- 
gan’s policy of dealing with the 
Sovier Union through “threats 
and pressure". He also reiterated 
the Soviet intention not to resume 
Euromissile Reduction Talks unl- 
ess newly deployed U-S. 
medium-range missiles are dis- 
mantled. 

TASS quoted Mr. Andropov as 
saying the Moscow leadership 
expected tactical moves from the 


United States aimed at fulfilling 
Mr. Reagan's call for better coo- 
peration. Mr. Reagan made the' 
call in a speech Jan. 16 devoted to 
U.S.-Soviet relations. 

It was the first public word from 
the ailing. 69-year-old leader 
since Dec. 26. when the text of his 
written address to the Communist 
Party Central Committee plenum 
was published. Mr. Andropov said 
at the time that “temporary rea- 
sons" prevented him from del- 
ivering the speech in person. 

vlr. Andropov has not been 


seen in public since Aug. 1 R. when 
he met with a group of U.S. sen- 
ators. He missed the Soviet par- 
liament's two-day session that 
began Dec. 2N. continuing a len- 
gthy absence that included missing 
the Revolution Day parade in Red 
Square on Nov. 7. 

TASS quoted the Soviet leader 
as telling Pravda that the dep- 
loyment of 'U.S. medium-range 
missiles in Western Europe was a 
major factor in heightening 
East-West tensions. The Soviets 
walked out of the Geneva talks on 
reducing medium-range missiles 
in Europe when deployment 
began in late November. 

The deployment, he was quoted 
as saying, “increased not only the 
military but also the political ten- 
sion.” 

He placed primary blame for 
the tensions on the United States, 
but also said NATO leaders bore 
responsibility.

Armenians give reasons for consulate attack 


PARIS tR) — Four Armenians 
told a court Tuesday they stormed 
the Turkish Consulate in Paris in 
I*JN| and took more than 5n peo- 
ple hostage to “break the wall of 
silence over Turkey's massacre of 
1.5 million Armenians 7(> years 
ago." 

in a statement to the Paris Ass- 
ize Court at the start of their trial. 
; K.evork Guzelian spoke on behalf 
of his co-defendants and said they, 
look full responsibility for the att- 
ack. 

“We accepted a mission for the 
■struggle to liberate Armenia,” 
said the 23-year-old Guzelian. 
“After 6t» years of peaceful str- 
uggle without any result, we had to 
break the wall of silence." 

A Turkish guard was killed and 
the vice-consul seriously injured 
in the 1 5-hour drama at the con- 
sulate which ended when the gue- 
rrillas gave themselves up to pol- 


Mr. Guzelian and the other 
three accused — Aram Bas- 
in ad jian. Hagop Djoulfayan and 
Vasken Sislian — are charged with 
holding people illegally under thr- 
eat of death, using armed violence 
and possessing explosives, vlr. 
Guzelian is also charged with 
murderand Sislian with attempted 
murder. 

Mr. Guzelian said he was tra- 
ined by the Armenian Secret 
Army for the Liberation of Arm- 
enia ( AS ALA): 

As the four defendants came 
into the courtroom, all dressed in 
dark suits and ties, they gave a 
victory salute to waiting pho- 
tographers. Mr. Guzelian said 
they had no regrets about the att- 
ack on the consulate but had not 
intended to kill anyone. 

He said that Turkey deported 
two million Armenians from their. 


homelands in 1915 and that 1.5 
million died on their way to Syria 
through cold or epidemic or in att- 
acks by armed bandits employed 
by the Turkish government. 

Mr. Guzelian said the int- 
ernational community had refused 
to recognise the massacre, which 
successive Turkish governments 
have denied took place. 

At the start of hearing, a letter 
was read out from French Arm- 
enian singer Charles Aznavour. 
He said he was against violence 
but could not condemn the four 
young men and hoped for “a 
happy solution” to the case. 

The presiding judge. Guy 
Floch. told the court: “Everyone 
has at some time been seen riiore 
or less as a terrorist by someone 
else. One could give the example 
of heads of state who have been 
terrorists or resistance fighters."

The former high-ranking For- 
eign Ministry official, arrested last 
Friday as he was about to leave for 
a rendezvous in Vienna with a 
Soviet agent, has been remanded 
in custody for 12 weeks at police 
headquarters here. He is denied 
visits or letters. 

The sources said because of ext- 
ensive inquiries needed in the case 
he was not likely to stand trial for 
about a year. He faces up to 20 
years in jail if convicted. 

Norway informs NATO 

In Brussels Norway has for- 
mally notified its allies of the arr- 
est of Mr. Treholt who has con- 
fessed to spying for the. Soviet 
Union, NATO sources, said Tue- 
sday. . 

They said the Norwegian amb- 
assador made a preliminary report 
to the North Atlantic council 
Monday night about Mr. Arne 
Treholt. 

The sources quoted the amb- 
assador as saying it was not yet 
known whether Mr. Treholt had 
passed alliance secrets to Moscow.

Q.l — Both vulnerable, as 
South you hold: 

♦ AQ987 <785 0 7642 *86 
The bidding has proceeded: 
North East South 

1 * Dble ? 

What do you bid now? 

A. — You have a poor hand 
defensively — indeed, your 
spade length .detracts from 
partner's defensive pos- 
sibilities. Jump to three 
spades. After an opposing 
takeout double, that action is 
preemptive. 

Q.2 — Both vulnerable, as 
South you hold: 

+ AJ83 TK95 OAK 4QJ62 
The bidding has proceeded: 
South West North East 
1 NT Pass 3 ♦ Pass 

7 

What do you bid now? 

A.— You have an excellent 
spade fit and a maximum no 
trump. To simply raise to 
four spades is a gross under- 
bid — you are in slam ter- 
ritory. The way to get the 
message across to partner 
without getting beyond the 
game level should partner 
have no aspirations, is to cue- 
bid Tour diamonds. Pass if 
partner simply rebids four 
spades. 

Q.3— As South, vulnerable, 
you hold: 

♦ 96 9KQI093 0AK8 *J65 
The bidding has proceeded: 
North East South West 

1 * Pass 2 <7 Pass 

2 * Pass ? 

What do you bid now? 

A.— You have the values for 
game, but where do you want 
to play the hand? On this se- 
quence, partner need not 
have more than five spades, 
so you can't be sure four; 
spades is the right spot, and 
three no trump without a 
club stopper is a bit gay. Bid 
three diamonds and see if 
you can’t coax a heart 
preference or a no trump bid 
out of partner. 


Q-4— As South, vulnerable, 
you hold: 

*95 TAKJ85 OA95 *1076 
The bidding has proceeded: 
North East South West 
1 * Pass 1 Pass 
1 * Pass 7 
What do you bid now? 

A. — With only one diamond 
stopper and no sure source of 
tricks, you do not really want 
to bid two no trump. The 
same arguments apply here 
as to the previous problem. 
Bid two diamonds. If partner 
can take a heart preference 
or bid no trump, you will 
know where to play the band. 

Q.5 — Both vulnerable, as 
South you hold: 

* AQ83 <7KJ92 0K85 *96 
Your right-hand opponent 
opens the bidding with three 
clubs. What action do you 
take? 

A. — You have almost the 
ideal distribution for a 
takeout double. Unfortunate- 
ly. you do not have the 
strength to act in the im- 
mediate seat at the three- . 
level. For that, you would 
need about a king more than' 
for a one-level takeout dou- 
ble. Pass, and hope that parb- 
ner can act in the balancing 
seat. 

Q.6 — Neither vulnerable, as 
SouLh you hold: 

♦ A8 7KQ965 vA83 +AJ3 
Your right-hand opponent 
opens the bidding with three 
clubs. What action do you 
take? 

A. — You certainly want to 
get into the act, but how? If 
you double, partner might 
jump to some uncomfortable 
level in spades, and your suit 
isn't good enough for either a 
bid of three or four hearts. 
Your best shot is probably to 
bid three no trump — you 
don’t need too much from 
partner to bave a good shot 
at that contract. 


Non-aligned ministers 
start conference today

JAKARTA ( R) — The first con- 
ference of non-aligned inf- 
ormation ministers opens Thu- 
rsday to discuss new steps to help 
balance the flow of news and views 
between the rich industrialised 
countries and the developing 
world. 

Delegates from more than 6U 
member states of the Non- 
Aligned Movement, mostly min- 
isters. will spend five days exa-. 
mining how to correct what they 
see as the false image of the Third 
World projected by Western 
media. 

They regard the major int- 
ernational news agencies and big 
Western radio stations as pre- 
siding over a one-way flow of inf- 
ormation from the developed to- 
the developing nations, and want 
to boost the capabilities of their 
own weaker media. 

A two-day meeting of a 14- 
nation Inter-Governmental Cou- 
ncil has set the agenda, which will 
include discussion of technical 
improvements, the use of satellites 
and demands for lower tel- 
ecommunications tariffs for non- 
aligned news agencies. 


Some 50 such agencies already 
exchange news among themselves 
as the Non-Aligned News Age- 
ncies Pool (NANAP I in an effort 
to compete with the Western 

media. 

The ministers will consider a 
report from NANAP Chairman 
Bachir Toual. who on Monday 
accused the Western news age- 
ncies of sensationalism. 

He said however that a major 
problem faced by the pool was 
that the media in many non- 
aligned countries still preferred 
reports by the big four int- 
ernational agencies, Reuters, the 
Associated Press. Llnited Press 
international and Agence 
France-Press. to the NANAP 
output. 

One way to resolve this was by 
making NANAP faster and more 
professional. Mr. Toual said, and 
this could be done if tel- 
ecomm unicatious tariffs were cut 
and training improved. 

The ministers will also discuss a 
report by the counciTs chairman. 
Iraqi Information Minister Latief 
Nassif AJ Jassem. who called for .a 
Non-Aligned Data Bank.
